On vehalf of Dr. John Lin- 
neli, associate professor of phil-

College, action has been under 
taken by the California State 
Employees’ Association to pre- 
vent the compulsory collection 
of parking fees. 

A restraining order was is- 
sued on Wednesday, September 
21, to prevent the directors and 
president of SSC from collect 
ing the fees from Linnell. The 
hearing today is te give oppor- 
tun.iy to the college adminisira- 
tien and State of California to 
show cause why the restraining 
order should not be made per 
manent. 
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Court Today Over Parking Issue 


Represented by CSEA Chief 
Counsel John W. McB&iheny, 
Linnell is offering the most di- 
rect challenge yet made to the 
administrative decisions in- 
volved in creating the parking 
fee program. Linnell's case in- 
volves a direct reply to the pro- 
gram of leasing parking land to 
college employees, which was 
introduced as an administrative 
ruling, rather than as legisla- 
tive enactment. 

An Earlier Decision 

On June 8, 1960, a Superior 
Court decision by Judge W. G 
Watson, Jr., reversed a lower 
justice court order, and found 
that Hames Householder, a 
Humboldt State College instruc- 
tor, could not be compelled, un- 
der Vehicle Code (Section 
2113), to pay a parking fee. 
Judge Watson's decision  in- 
volved argument that there was 


not sufficient legislative. basis

for administering an establish- 
ment of parking fees. 

It is obvious, therefore, that 
Lir.nell’s case offers the second 
question te be asked in con- 
junction with the parking fee 
issue: whether or not there is 
sufficient administrative law to 
make proper compulsory park- 
ing fees for state college em- 
ployees 

Among other points CSEA 
counsels in the Linnell case and 
other appearances before inves- 
tigating committees have ar- 
gued that parking ought to be 
provided for state employees if 
private industry in the same 
area provides free parking; that 
fees charged state college em- 
ployees are not based on the 
value of the land (that is, the 
fee is standard throughout the 
state college system); that only 
state college employees are sub- 
jected to a siandard fee while

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Association Employees Wage 
Hike; Vacated Positions Filled 


Wage hikes for Associated Students employees were 
passed by Student Council at its meeting Wednesday in 
the Sierra Room of the Administration Building. Salary 
raises are in effect as of September 1 for John Krier, Stu- 
dent Association business manager, and Mrs. Bea Farias, 


ASSSC bookkeeper and secre- 
tary. 

According to Sanley Pretsr, 
Sacramento State College busi- 
ness manager, Krier’s monthly 
salary will be raised from $585 
to $613 and Mrs. Farias’s wiil 
be increased from $350 to $376. 

On the basis of a survey con- 
ducted by Griffenhager-Kroeg- 
er, Inc., management consultant 
firm, San Francisco, the Board 
of Finance recommended the 
two salary increases to Council. 
Following lengthy discussion on 
the measure last week, Council 
tabled further action pending 
more information. 

Appointments Pass 

Under new business, Council 
approved President Jim Down- 
ton’s recommendations of Nick 
Nichols for co-ordinator of pub- 
lications and Pat Baxter for 
health, physical education and 
recreation representative. Miss 
Baxter will fill the Council post 
vacated by Judy Chandler, 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved the _ reactivation of 
Young Democrats with the stip- 
ulation that the organization 
fulfill its financial obligations 
prior to gaining recognition.

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$3.5 Million Engineering Plant 
Opens New Doors to Students

The $3.5 miilion engineering 
building opened its doors tast 
week to 250 students. Although 
much equipment has been in- 
stalled, the division will add 
more facilities as needed until 
1964, when the department ex- 
pects the enrollment to termi- 
nate around 750 students with 
nearly 50 faculty members. 

Recently two innovations 
have been added to the build- 
ing including a critique room 
connected with each laboratory 
where instructors can hold lec- 
tures; the other is a machine 
shop in which machines can be 
repaired and new designs test- 
ed 

This year the department will 
offer graphic engineering, elec- 
trical machines, industrial elec- 
tronics, and stress laboratories 
in operation, but they won't be 
fully equipped 

Later the heat and power, 
metallurgy and hydraulic labs 
will be added in addition te fab- 
rication and machine tool facil- 
ities. 

Edwin Weinberg, chairman 
of the department of engineer- 
ing says, “We are not training 
technicians just to operate ma- 
chines. We are training men to 
create machines by using prin- 
ciples they learn here in engi- 
neering school.” 

Most engineering school facil- 
ities are concerned only with 
instruction and curriculum, 
Weinberg stated, but at SSC the 
faculty also is designing and 
testing equipment which they 
a will help students to learn

Coach John Baker's gridders 
rolled up 40° yards, 143 on the 
ground and 260 via the airlanes 
Each of the three SSC quarter- 
backs had a hand in at 
one scoring thrust 

Defense Sharp 

Meanwhile, the charging de 
fensive platoon limited the Los 
Angeles eieven to 72 yards 
rushing and 96 passing, totaling 
168 yards. Oxy’s lone touch- 
down of the evening came wit 
36 seconds remaining when 
Dick Mora hit Tony Yim on a 
42 vard play. 

Many of the fans thought 
Yim's TD would end the eve- 
ning’s scoring. However, the 
Hornets stormed back, going 
«5 vards in two plays. Gary 
Musick hit end Al Curtis on 
the first play from scrimmage 
and Curtis rambled to the 
Oxy 47. On the next piay 
Musick lofted a touchdown 
pass to freshman flanker 
John Olander to end the eve- 
ning’s scoring and a convine- 
ing 33-6 victory for the Hor- 
nets, 

Earlier in the contest, the 
SSC gridders found the’ going 
much tougher as it took them 
22 minutes and 28 seconds to 
break into the scoring column. 
The Hornets’ initial score camc 
on a line plunge by Bill Pope- 
joy from the three after Sam 
Rios’ fumble recovery. Dick 
Bach converted for a 7-0 lead. 

Wingo te Gimstead 

The Hornets added their fi- 
nal touchdown of the first half 
with an eight yard pass from 
Cliff Wingo to Dave Olmstead 
with 1:43 remaining. This drive 
originated on the Hornet 30, 
taking 11 plays to reach pay- 
dirt. Bach again converted for 
a 14-0 halftime lead. 

Sacramento scored its third 
TD of the game in the early 
moments of the second haif 
with 7:02 remaining on a flip 
from Wingo to scatback Adolph- 
us McGee covering 11 yards. 
This drive was instituted on the 
Oxy 27 after another fumble 
recovery. Bach's conversion at- 
tempt sailed wide to the left. 

SSC opened the fourth pe- 
riod with a streng defensive 
stand after the Tigers had 
driven to the Hornet 32. Af- 
ter am exchange of the pig- 
skin Tay Moore intercepted 
an errant Tiger aerial on the 
50 to set up the fourth scor- 
ing opportunity for SSC, cul- 
minated by a pass from 
Wayne Paulk to Curtis for 20 
yards. 

Oxy Averts Shutout 

Occidental made its scoring 
bid after two football exchang- 
es to foil the bid for a shutout 
by Baker's defensive platoon. 
The Hornets’ final score came 
in the waning moments of the 
contest on Musick’s last minute 
heroics on offense after a not- 
able assist at the linebacker po- 
sition on defense. 

SSC started their season on 
a wiring note by defeating 
Southern Oregon in the tenth 
annual Myrtle Bowl game in 
Coos Bay. The contest was ear-

Football has opened another 
year of sports activities at Sac- 
ramento State, and if the first 
two grid contests are any indi- 
cation of things to come, Hor- 
net fans will have a lot to yell 
about this season. Most of the 
Hornet followers were pleasant- 
ly surprised after SSC trounced 
Southern Oregon 39-14 and 
then outclassed Occidental 33- 
6. The most surprising aspect 
of these conquests were the 
scores. The 39 points racked up 
against Southern Oregon is the 
largest total ever amassed by a 
Hornet grid squad against col- 
legiate competition. 

Coach John Baker's installa- 
tion of the platoon system 
proved very successful. Against 
Occidental the offensive unit 
moved the ball almost at will. 
Guided by first year QB Cliff 
Wingo the Green and Gold piled 
up a total of 403 yards against 
the Tigers, 260 in the air and 
143 on the ground. 

The passing was particularly 
sharp as all three Hornet QB’s, 
Wingo, Gary Musick, and 
Wayne Paulk, threw at least 
one touchdown pass. The hard 
running of Bill Popejoy and 
Adolpus McGee gave the Hor- 
nets added strength on the 
ground. 

The defensive unit was even 
more effective. Led by Frank 
Heskett, Dick Hotchkiss, John 
Morenec and Don Rohrke, the 
defensive eleven held the Ti- 
gers to 72 yards rushing. At 
one point in the contest the 
Tigers had a first and goal on 
the SSC one. The Hornets stiff- 
ened, | however, and held’ the

Clem- 
mens seems to have instilled 
in the Hornets the drive and 
confidence so necessary to win- 
ning football. 

The biggest difference in 
this year’s squad is the desire 
and spirit they have shown. The 
linemen scem tu he charging 
just a little bit harder and the 
backs are driving for that extra 
yard which many times means 
the difference betwen victory 
and defeat. 

This could be the year Hor- 
net fans have been waiting for.

ASSSC to Investigate 
Searegation in Housing 


LAST WEBK STUDENT Association officers left their 
traditional limited-to-the-campus domain and _ stepped 
into off-campus community affairs. On a motion by Dick 
Philo, secretary-treasurer, the Student Council approved 
a measure to investigate racial discrimination in housing 
in Sacramento and the surrounding area. 

THE SECRETARY-TREASURER’S motion termed 
conservative by some—levied the restriction that the Stu- 
dent Association investigate the segregation where stu- 
dents are concerned. This, we believe, is all-embracing. 
for college students are concerned with practically every 
facet of off-campus and community affairs. 

ACCORDING TO REPORTS, primarily from persons 
of non-caucasoid races, discrimination in housing does 
exist, even in housing approved of and suggested by the 
college. To study the problem President Jim Downton 
appointed Jay Nolan, ASSSC men’s representative, to 
chair a committee to determine to what extent the dis- 
crimination—if any—does exist. After the investigation is 
completed the committee will make specific recommenda- 
tions to the Student Council. Here the board of directors will 
take action, possibly in the form of resolutions to the Sac- 
ramento City Council and the Sacramento County Board 
of Supervisors, peitioning them to take action on racial 





discrimination. 


THE STATE HORNET supports the Student Associi- 
tion’s efforts to deter discrimination of any sort. However, 
the investigation should proceed with maturiy and logic, 
as certainly a study concerning ignorance and emotion-

_ New Fund Set 
Up to Further 
Cultural Goals 


A special fund te further 
the academic, intellectual and 
cultural aspects of Sacramento 
State College has been estab- 
lished. The program is entitled 
“The Fund for Academic En 
richment.” 

The basic aim of the program 
is to provide a mobile and 
facile means of meeting the 
pressing cultural and intellect- 
ual needs of the students of 
SSC. The fund will not take the 
place of the existing programs 
but will instead supplement 
them. 

Receives Grants 

The fund received $500 from 
the physical education budget 
when boxing was dropped by 
the college and an additional 
$300 grant from another source. 

This project will provide 
funds to be used to present pro- 
grams that come into sudden 
demand, to advance programs 
in certain divisions that pres- 
ently receive little attention 
from the ASSC, and to search 
out new areas of student in- 
terest. 

Possible activities under the 
sponsorship of the fund will be 
the presentation of a series of 
outstanding motion pictures; 
the presentation of technical 
films in the areas of science, 
technology and business; 2 pro- 
gram of recorded dramatic pro- 
ductions, poetic readings and 
general social criticisms; and 
a series of contemporary topics 
taken from educational radic 
and television media. 

Visitors’ Expenses 

This fund will also provide 
travel expenses and associat ® 
costs of speaking engagements 
at SSC by visiting scholars. 

The publication cots of re- 
search projects and papers by 
students and faculty members 
will fall under the funds juris- 
diction if necessary. 

In general terms, the fund 
will be used to fimance any 
academic offering which is 
deemed worthy of support. 

A student committee headed 
by John Bukey is in charge of 
the project. Members of the 
committee are Lynne Thoresen, 
Ted Morse, Phil Isenberg and 
William Thompson.

Senator John F. Kennedy, if 
elected President will have as 
a “firm objective” the ending 
of the state of war against 
Israel. So said the superman 
from Massachusetts at the con- 
vention of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America. 

Kennedy spoke of the “Demo- 
cratic tradition” and exhaulted 
Woodrow Wilson, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Harry S. Tru- 
man. We are very aware of this 
“tradition”, Wilson's “war to 
end all wars” produced a mon- 
ster in Germany and a war 
dead list of over 50,000,000 
people, including 6 million 
Jews. We remember Roosevelt 
and his signature at Yalta, or 
the enslavement of 100,000,000 
East European souls behind the 
Iron Curtain. Truman too, has 
contributed to this tradition, At 
Potzdam, he participated in the 
creation of the present explo- 
sive Berlin situation and 
brought by default the Korean 
War.

In the Middle East, Kennedy 


intends to revive the Tripartite 
Declaration of 1950. Where was 
he in November 1956? Was it 
Egypt who invaded Egypt at 
that time? The Israeli aggres- 
sion on Egypt in collusion with 
Britain and France killed that 
declaration and buried it in 
heroic Port Said. 

Kennedy also proposes “a 
conference between Israel and 
the Arab States to consider pri- 
vately their common preblems.” 
But this has been dealt with 
repeatedly at the United Na- 
tions. The United Nations has 
on its books some (80) eighty 
resolutions concerning Pales- 
tine, all rejected by Israel. And 
how does Kennedy intend to 
end the state of war in the 
Middle East? What right does 
he have to interfere in the af- 
fairs of other nations? Does he 
have a special commission from 
the Almighty to become an in- 
ternational police commission- 
er? Does he intend an economic 
war against the Arab States, or 
plan to send the Marines? 

We should know the answers 
before we go to the polls and 
sign our death warrant. Mr. 
Kennedy should be reminded 
that America is no longer im- 
mune from the horrors of war 
and his name might have al- 
ready been printed on the nose 
cone of a ballistic missile.

legal. This year the lawyers de- 
cided to gamble on some tricky 
manipulation of the word 
‘lease.’ I don’t think the state 
needs to charge its employees 
for parking. Most businesses 
and industries provide parking 
for its employees as they pro- 
vide offices and stationery, heat 
and light and office furniture. 
However, if the state must 
charge for parking, I believe 
that the state should do this 


legally.” 

Reaction to the problem by 
public official has been discour- 
aging to the college professors. 
Governor Edmund G. Brown 
said “The state is unable to 
provide free parking for its em- 


ployes,” and John E. Carr, 
state finance director, noted 
tha: the controversy was a 


“juvenile hassle.”
